The band wiiw)^ the con- 
trol of a well-known ohi^ 'pf ibe Wimae- 
bagOGfl named Wan-k«^oMo«]ger-er, or 
Snake Chief, who had twojrirefl, S^-es-ka 
and He-nee-k^e* Both c$ Uiese ^ squaws 
wereneU known up and.down the riTer, 
and also in the city. S&ps-kawaa about 
thirty years of flg^jgrocclfil in appearance, 
with a pleasant look and' .an utereating 
face. She will be remem^red by many 
io thia city, she having viaited mttny of 
our residencca to sell hoad-work, being 
always accom ponied t^ a^young and £ae 
looking daughter. Witlijwhitw she waa 
a favourite, while with tl^; Winnebagocd 
she was looked upon very tindly — indeed, 
adored with all of the Indian fervour. 
Snake Chief waa a notedf warrbr of the 
Winnehagoea, and was very mtteh liked 
hy his tribe. He woa fk pow^ul and 
brawny fellow, and, when sljlwt^ ^aa peace- 
ful and good natured. When drunk he 
was verj^ disagreeable. One of bb favour- 
ite pastimes when in thi» con<£tiQn, waa 
beating hia wives. At sneh times the 
rest of the tribe avoided hun, 

On Friday laal,.Saake Qhief had been 
to La CiTisse, and retnraeil to hia wigwam 
drunk. Sc-ce-la wflfl in the wigwanij and" 
the Chief commenced beating htr over the 
head nnd shoulderB with great brutality. 
Driven to deeperalion, and nnaHa longer 
to withetand hia brutality, Se^»ka drew 
her knife and stabbed Uie ^hiof iFiec, tho 
b!ndo penetrating to the heu-t of the war- 
rior, who died inatantly, while' the firal 
noU-ji of the dtiath song were go hU lips. 
Tho affair at once created ^ sensation 
among the Wiopebagij^^-Jihp did not
